convention, 
had 
largely* 
abated.

have called for cash payment of 
the bonus, an almost

BATES IDENTIFIED 
BY URSCBEL AS ONE 


OF HISJDNAPERS 


ONE MAN POINTED OUT AS 


ACTUAL KIDNAPER BY 
NUMEROUS WITNESSES

OKLAHOMA CITY, Sept- 20.— (iP, 


— Charles F. Urschel, millionaire 
kidnap victim and ace witness for 
the government In its conspiracy 
case against an even dozen per- 
sons, faced a fire of cross-examin- 
ation from defense attorneys to- 
day. 


He left the stand last night af- 


ter spending most of the after- 
noon telling his own story of his 
midnight abduction, his wild ride 
through the morning hours, blind- 
folded, to a Texas farm home, and 
his more than a week of captivity 
there. 


Sam Sayers of Fort Worth, a(* 


torney for R. G. (Boss) Shannon, 
at whose home the kidnap victim 
was held, had first turn at today's 
questioning. He had been stopped 
by last night's recess while seek- 
ing to learn how Shannon, 
his 


wife, Ora. and his 17-year-old son, 
Armon, all defendants, had treat- 
ed Urschel when he was in their 
care. 
- District Attorney Herbert 
K. 
Hyde, sturdy prosecutor of Indian 
extraction, will call members of a 
group 
of 24 witnesses through 


whom he expects to prove his con- 
spiracy case, he said this morn- 
ing. 


While declining to reveal in ad- 


vance the nature of the evidence 
to be presented, Hyde saidthefon- 
spiracy angle "goes as far back 
as last January." 


John Catlett and E. E. Kirkpat- 
rick, Tulsa oil men who negotiat- 
ed Urschel's return, will be called 
to tell their thrilling stories later.. 
Hyde said. 


Urschel yesterday was the last 


of several witnesse to point dra- 
matically at Albert Bates, one of 
the chief defendants, and declare 
he was implicated. 


"I've seen him before," he said 
dryly. 


At the request of Hyde, Urschel 


left the chair and walked close to 
Bates, then said: 


"There is one of the men who 
kidnaped me!" 


Others who identified Bates as 


one of the machine gunners who 
entered the sun room of the Ur- 
chel town house were Mrs. Ur- 
schel, Walter R. Jarrett and Mrs 
Jarrett. The four had been play- 
ing bridge 
when 
the uninvited 
guests arrived. 


.._ B**e» Muchly Identified. 
There's one of the men who 
came to our house," said Mrs. Us- 
schel, the accusing finger point- 
ing. 


_ "This gentleman," said Jarrett, 
kept the machine gun on 
Ur- 


schel and me after the kidnap- 
ing."

"Absolutely, fce's the man," said 
Mrs. Jarrett. 


Jarrett was taken 15 miles into 
the country by the abductors, then 
released after the intruders had 
established the identity of their 
victim. 


Urschel told that he was taken 
nrst to the farm home of T M 
Coleman, father of Mrs. Shannon 
and grandfather of Kathryn Cleo 
„? £ 1£KeUy' who ls a daughter 
of the Texas farmer's wife by a 
previous marriage and the wife 
of George (Machine Gun) Kelly, 
who Urschel identified from pho- 
tographs as the other actual kid- 
naper. 


"I was kept in the car, with my 


eyes closed by adhesive tap*rwhile 
we made about a 20-minute stop," 
Urschel said. 


Then began the ride through the 
rest of the night and until mid- 
afternoon Sunday, July 23, until 
the party arrived at the Shannon 
farm. 


"The first few nights Kelly and 
Bates guarded me and kept me 
landcuffed to a chair. It was very 
uncomfortable.

His kidnapers then dictated a 
letter which he wrote while they 
stood behind him, out of view. 


"I did not see them than," 
he 
said. 


The two stayed constantly on 
guard 
until Friday, when they 


went away, leaving Shannon and 
his son to stand guard while they 
made the contact with Kirkpatrick 
and obtained the money, the oil 
man declared. 


They did not return until Mon- 


day afternoon, although they had 
said on leaving they would be back 
Monday morning, and Urschel de- 
scribed Shannon as growing 
in- 
creasingly nervous. 


Shannon Was Anxlou*. 


"The old man said that if any- 
thing happened to the boys 
he 


would set me free and see that I 
got home," the millionaire testi- 
fied. 


It was this statement that Say- 
ers seized upon as indicating the 
Shannons had not entered 
the 
conspiracy willingly. 


The man did return, however, 


and, taping Urschevs eyes anew, 
took him from the Texas hide- 
away to Norman, 20 miles south 
of here, and released him. 


The story of coercion told 
by 


the Shannons drew a letter pur- 
porting to come from Kelly, and 
addressed to a newsapper here, 
warning the family that he would 
settle with them "in my own way" 
for "talking on me." 


The letter was signed "George 


Kelly," and bore five finger prints. 
Officers were reluctant to say if 
they were Kelly's. It urged that 
the government free the Shannons 
because they "are innocent vic- 
tims."

George Kelly, fugitive defendant, 
and posted in Chicago, In which 
the

threatened horrible reprisals upon 
Urschel and his family if he dar- 
ed to relate the full story of what 
happened luring the nine days and 
nights he was held a chained cap- 
tive and before he was released 
after payment of a fortune—$200,- 
000—as ransom. 


Threats Received. 
Hyde, whose 4-year-old boy has 


been taken to safety, and Urschel 
were recipients of threats 
from 


Kelly or his wife, Kathryn. Jos- 
eph B. Keenan, assistant attorney 
general assigned to wipe out crime 
revealed that he had noted supic- 
ious actions near his Washington 
home just before coming to Ok- 
lahoma City for 
the trial, and 


guards have been placed there. 


After circulation of reports he 


had received a threatening letter 
from Kelly, Keenan advised the 
department of justice that only 
Urschel and Hyde had been threat- 
ened. However, Keenan said he 
had been mentioned in the letters. 


Fingerprints placed as signature 
on the letter to Urschel were be- 
lieved to be those of Kelly, but de- 
partment agents planned to study 
them further before making a def. 
inite identification.

By Inflation I mean an In- 
creased volume of money. Believ- 
ing in a moderate and controlled 
Inflation restricting the increase 
so as to restore a certain price 
level, reflation 
is a more accu- 
rate term for my views. 
More money means higher prices 
for agricultural products and oth- 
er commodities and a restoration 
of the buying power of the na- 
tion. 
When that Is restored un- 
employment will vanish and wages 
Triu Increase. 
Every threat of 
inflation has brought a tempor- 
ary increase In the price of cot- 
ton and other agricultural pro- 
ducts, and If a reasonable infla- 


tion is accomplished there should 
be a permanent 
Increase, and 
cotton should at once be worth 
12c a pound or more. 


Bellevnig that inflation is In- 


evitable sooner or later, I wired 
President Roosevelt last week urg- 
ing that he act at once so that 
the cotton farmers might secure 
the benefit in the Increased pri- 
cns of cotton before they had mar- 
keted their entire crop. 


Congress gave the President the 


power to expand 
the currency 
last May when it passed the Farm 
Relief 
BUI. 
Title 
One of 
the 


bill relates to Agricultural adjust- 
ment whereby the price level Is 
sought to be raised by regulating 
production. Title Two pertains to 
Agricultural Credits, while Title 
Three authorizes the President to 
increase the volume of both mon- 
ey and credit; for short we call 
It the Inflationary provision. 


Congress shared the views of 


President Roosevelt that agricul- 
ture must first 'be placed on its 
feet, and if the 
buying power 


of forty millions of people de- 
pending upon the argiculture is 
restored 
we will be upon 
the 


road to permanent recovery. This 
law conferred 'upon the President 
the power, when In his judgment 
it might be necessary, to increase 
the volume of money in one or alii 
of four ways: (1) Direct the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury or the 
Federal Reserve Board to buy in 
the

market 
Government 


bonds 
and 
convert 
them 
into 
cash up to-an amount not to ex- 
ceed three billion dollars. 


Four Ways Available. 


(2) To Issue United States notes, 
commonly known as Greenbacks 
such as were Issued during the 
Civil War, up.to an amount not to 
exceed three billion dollars. 


(3) To reduce the gold content 


of the dollar in an amount not 
to exceed 50 per cent.. 


(4) For a period of six months 
to accept silver 'in payment of 
debts from foreign governments 
at not to exceed the price of 
50 cents an ounce up to an ag- 
gregate of two hundred million 
dollars.

AUDIENCES MISSED 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 19.—(#)— 


Unable to see President Roose- 
velt and Secretary Wallace today 
to present their demands for in- 
flation and higher cotton prices, 
the Cotton States Convention dele- 
gates heard a plea that the reso- 
lutions committee remain in Wash- 
ington until they can obtain an 
audience with the president. 


J. S. Wannamaker, president of 


the American Cotton Association, 
and Thomas Linden of Atlanta, 
secretary to Governor Talmadge 
of 
Georgia, 
charged 
Secretary 
Wallace had "run out" on the 
delegates. 


"I don't think we'll get anywhere

Wanamaker made the statement 
at a hearing before George N. 
Peek, agricultural adjustment ad- 
ministrator,

whom Secretary 


Wallace referred the cotton con- 
vention delegates after they left a 
copy of their demands for Infla- 
tion and 20-cent cotton with a 
white house secretary. 


President Roosevelt could not 
receive the 
delegates 
personally 


because of an Indisposition. 


When the group went to see 
Wallace,

tary excused himself, saying he

now.

The 1933 tour Is the second of 
Its sort form the Texas A. and M. 
College, the first having been con- 
ducted the previous summer by 
Prof. Mogford who Initiated the 
idea of the cotton contest In 1932 
As was the case In 1932, the itin- 
erary of this year's tour calls for 
visits to textile centers of Europe 
as well as the United States. 
Visit U. S. Ginning Plant. 
Traveling 
by automobile, 
the 
group made Its first major stop 
at the U. S. Cotton Ginning Lab- 
oratory at Stoneville, Miss., to ob- 
serve the result of research work 
there by Government specialists 
in ginning 
and 
fiber 
testing 
From Stoneville, the 
route 
led 
through Birmingham, Ala., where 
the huge plant of the Continental 
Gin Company was visited. 
At 
Clemson College In South Caronina 
the work being carried on by the 
bureau of agricultural economics 
of the United States Department 
of Agriculture in cotton spinning 
research was observed. 
So far, the story of cotton, as 
unfolded in the various phases 
observed—cultivation of the'prod- 
uct In the field, handling methods 
at concentration centers and cot- 
ton ports, research work at ex- 
perimental stations and laborato- 
ries and manufacturing processes 
at the mills—has been one of much 
color 
and 
absorbing 
interest. 
Every day of the trip has added 
plentifully to the store of Inform- 
ation accumulating in the note 
books of Jack Langston, Jewel 
Gwin and Lonzo Sewart to say 
nothing of the other members of 
the party. And, incidentally, It 
might be added, the debate over 
the merits of East Texas as com- 
pared with Central Texas, carried 
on between the Nacogdoches coun- 
ty and the Bell county members of 
the group, has showtf no lack of 
warmth as the miles have grown 
in number. 
Numerous States Visited. 
' Already the trip has progressed 
through Texas, Louisiana, Missis- 
sippi, Alabama, Georgia, South Ca- 
rolina and Into this state. From 
here the journey will lead through 
Virginia, the District of Columbia, 
Maryland, Delaware, New Jersey 
and New York, and then across 
the Atlantic to England, Hoiand, 
Germany, Switzerland and France.

Across the Mississippi River a1 
Delta Point, La., and Into Vicks 
burg, then northward through the 
Delta Country, a veritable cotton 
empire, to Stoneville, the route 
led. 
And at *,very restaurant in 
Mississippi hot catfish, fried in 
corn meal, figured prominently on 
the menu. "They catch 'em," said 
a Greek restaurant keeper at Hol- 
landale,. "weighing form one to 
thirty pounds on trotlines in the 
river. Fresh? Ill say they're 
fresh." 


At Stoneville,, ihe cotton pil- 
grims were greeted by W. E 
Ayres, in charge of the Delta Ag- 
ricultural Experiment Station of 
the Mississippi State College, and 
F. L. Gerdes, In charge of the 
cottos fiber work of the U. S. Gin- 
ning Laboratory, a Texas A .and 
M. graduate of the class of 1928. 
The work at the ginning labora-

All processes In the manufacture 
of ginning machinery were observ- 
ed at the big plant of the Conti- 
nental Gin company at Birming- 
ham on the journey across Ala- 
bama. This company, with three 
manufacturing plants, at Birming- 
ham, Dallas and PrattviUe In Ala- 
bama, is reputed to be the larg- 
est concern in the world manufac- 
turing ginning machinery. 
The 
group was escorted through the 
plant by D. C. Herricks of the 
manufacturing department. 
Cleaning Equipment. 
Emphasis on cleaning equipment 
is becoming more and more im- 
portant in ginning, Mr. Herricks 
said. 
This is' especially so, he 
added, in Texas. "The cleaning 
equipment at many of the Texas 
gins costs more than all the rest 
of the machinery used," he said. 
"Cleaners, extractors, super-clean- 
ers and the like are necessary to 
remove the trash from the cotton 
delivered to the gins in some of 
the state's cotton growing areas 
because there is so much trash and 
dirt in the cotton. They don't pick 
cotton in Texas, they gather it." 
The Continental Gin Cimpany'a 
plant at Birmingham showed a 
331-3 per cent Increase in activity 
at the time of the visit as com- 
pared with same period a year 
previous, Mr. Herricks said.

One of the most important con- 
tributions of the work at Stone- 
ville so far is the development of 
a vertical dryer for seed cotton, 
the work of Charles A. Bennett 
who has charge of the ginning 
machinery investigations. This dry- 
er has been patented by the Gov- 
ernment • to prevent commercial 
monopoly but its specifications ara 
available to manufacturtrs and it 
Is now being made by several gin 
machinery concerns. The cost of 
installation Is placed at $1,600 to 
52,000. 


Mr. Gerdes said'he and Mr. Ben- 
nett visited eight gins equipped 
with such dryers the past fall to 
observe the results. Cotton picked 
in the rain and held at the gin in 
open wagons during rain when 
put through the dryer reached the 
gin stands in normal condition, he 
said. 


Important Facts Developed. 
Cotton from fields of the South- 
west Is rushed in automobile trucks 
during season to the ginning lab- 
oratory at Stoneville for tests and 
many facts in determining the 
best ginning methods are being 
developed. Conditioning and dry- 
Ing of cotton was studied at first, 
then cleaning, and 
now ginning 
methods are receiving intensive 
study and observation. The idea, 
it was pointed out, Is to determ- 
ine the methods that will leave 
the cotton in the best condition 
for tho spinner. 


While at Stoneville, the Group 
visited the Stoneville 
Pedigreed 
Feed Farm and the Leland OH 
Works, nearby, the latter being 
one of the outstanding cotton seed 
oil mills of the country. This 
mill crushes 125 tons of' seed a 
day and has a warehouse that will 
accommodate 20,000 tons of seed. 
It turns out thirteen 
products. 
Recent wage increase of 10 per 
cent was put into effect there, 
members of the group were told.

Recently the laboratory has been 
dealing more with irrigated cot- 
ton from New Mexico, Arizona, 
California and with some from 
Texas. Such cotton has not prov- 
ed as adaptable to spinning as de- 
aired and the reason 
is being 
sought, he t.dicd. The object of 
'lie work at Clemson College, Mr. 
Campbell said, is to translate cot- 
ton quality by means of spinning 
and maufacturing tests in terms 
of behavior of cotton during pro- 
cessing and in terms of the quality 
of the manufactured products.

for American cheese. 
Th* school and demonstration 


will be. held from S to 4 o'clock, 
and all worn*" Interested In this 
household Industry are Invited to 
attend. 
Some women have en- 
countered difficulties in the form 
of sour cheese resulting from the 
presence of too much whey in the 
cheese, but the following recipe is 
reported to have overcome this 
trouble completely. 
Use morning's milk of best qual- 


ity- Heat slowly to 
86 degrees. 


Add 1-2 color tablet dissolved in 
water for each five gallons 
of 


milk. Add 1-3 rennet tablet, dis- 
solved In water, for each five gal- 
lons of milk. Mix In thoroughly. 


Allow milk to stand undisturbed 
until firm curd has formed. Cut 
curd into 1-2 and 6-S inch cubes- 
After cutting allow curd to stand 
10 minutes to firm and expel some 
of the whey before heating. 


Heat slowly (two degrees for 


each- five minutes) until 100 de- 
grees temperature has been reach- 
ed, atlr constantly while heating. 
Hold curd in whey at as near 100 
degree* u possible, until curd 
become* quite firm.and rubbery, 
which generally require* from IS 
to 40. minute*. Drain off whey 
and stir curd to prevent matting. 
This should b* continued until 
curd, is quite dry. 


Salt and allow salt to thorough- 


ly dissolve and then put In press. 
By the above process a firm curd 
is obtained- and considerable pres- 
sure, is needed to make a smooth 
cheese. At least M pound* hould 
be. applied. 


Cheese should be kept In tne 


press from 8 to 13 hours; then 
taken out and placed on a shelf 
In a cool, clean place and allowed 
to dry on the outside. It will gen- 
erally take from three to four 
<Jay* for cheese to become dry on 
the surface. 
(Turn cheese each 
day while drying.) 


When cheese Is dry on outside, 
dip In hot paraffin to prevent fur- 
ther drying and to keep down dn. 
velempcnt of molds; place the 
cheese In a cool place t*j ripen 
from'four to aixweekg.
